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City unveils 
September 
econ news 

The Virginia Beach Depar- 
tment of Economic Develop- 
ment activities during the mon- 
th of September 1985 included: 
Convention Promotion 

Virginia Beach, represented 
by Convention Bureau Sales 
Representative Dicic Kinsley, 
was the successful bidder for 
two major national conventions 
in September. 

Kinsley overcame bids by 
Nashville and Orlando to land 
the 1987 national convention of 
the Fleet Reserve Association, 
that will bring more than 1,000 
FRA members and their 
families to the Beach in a floor 
vote at the San Antonio con- 
vention Virginia Beach attrac- 
ted 2,809 votes to Orlando's 
1,896. 

Several weeks later Kinsley 
travelled to Rapid City to bid 
on the 1988 convention of the 
Society of 40 4 8, a division of 
the American Legion. The 
competition was Indianapolis. 
Virginia Beach was again the 
winner, and will host more than 
2,000 veterans and their 
families for that national 
gathering. 

Hurricane Gloria forced the 
cancellation of the annual con- 
vention of the Virginia 
Assoication of Volunteer 
Rescnc Squads set for the 
Virginia Beach Pavilion. Lost 
revenue to the city's hospitality 
rndustry i» estimtltd at 
$525,000. The Convention 
Bureau had booked more than 
2,900 room nights for the 
group. The tax loss is estimated 
at $26,250. 

On a happier note, the 1985 
convention fo the Mid- Atlantic 
Shrine Association in early Sep- 
tember earned the city in excess 
of $3.5 million, with tax receip- 
ts of $175,000. 

According to MASA 
President James Epperson of 
Portsmouth, registration for 
the convention was the largest 
ever recorded by the 
organization. Particular men- 
tion was made of the "look" of 
Atlantic Avenue that was 
festooned with "Welcome, 
Nobles" banners that had been 
rented by individual hotels and 
.cestaurants. Mayor Harold 
Heischober and Chief of Police 
Charles Wall officially 
welcomed the Shriaers. Despite 
the intense heat the Grand 
Parade went off without a hitdi. 
Many city employees played 
important roles in the success of 
the convention. 

The September issue of 
Virginia, the montWy newslet- 
ter of the state's Division of 
Tourism, carries an article on 
the meetings industry and the 
tremendous growth in con- 
ference facilities across the 
state, written by Hugh Barton, 
Manager of the city's Conven- 
tion Bureau. Barton is 
President of the Virginia 
Association of Convention and 
Visitors Bureaus, made up of 15 
cities, counties and areas 
throughout the Common- 
wealth.

Beth Sholom Sands, Luther Manor, 
Russell House public hearing slated

Three non-profit organizations 
have been granted public 
hearings on Nov. 25 as a required 
step in their efforts to achieve 
tax-exempt status. 

City Council Monday after- 
noon unanimously approved the 
public hearings for Qeth Sholom 
Sands, Luther Manor and RuswlJ 
House, all homes for elderly, low 
income residents. 

The homes had originally been 
exempt from real estate taxes, but 
were advised prior to opening 
that the exemptions were not ap- 
plicable. 

P. S. Cook representing Luther 
Manor, said that the homes are 
asking Council to rescind the 
taxes already imposed and to pass 
a resolution requesting delegates 
to sponsor a bill exempting them 
from future real estate taxes. 

Council scheduled the public 
hearing after which it is expected 
to endorse the resolution. Cook 
said that Del. Owen Pickett said 
he would introduce the bill in the 
General Assembly. 

Council has been reluctant to 
consider tax exemptions because 
of a lack of clear guidelines on 
which organizations should or 
should not be exempt. The homes 
were all built with Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment funding granted for low- 
income housing. 

The average income of Beth 
Sholom Sands residents is $5,772, 
for Luther Manor, $6,029, and 



for Russeit House, $5,517. 

The income ceiling for residen- 
ts is $8850. Cook said that 30 of 
the Luther Home residents 
receive food stamps and 20 
volunteers work at the home. 
Mary Ellen Cox, representing 
Russell House, said that '\fA)i&y 
residents lived in their own homes 
they would be eligible for real 
estate tax exemptions. She said 
the average age of the residents is 
74 years. Vann Lefcoe, of Beth 
Sholom, said that since the 
organization was originally 
classified as tax exempt the taxes 
were not included in the rent. He 
said that all other homes of this 
type in the state have tax relief. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said that he would like an official 
agency to do the screening of 
organizations applying for tax 
exemption, but Council members 
agreed that the three homes fur- 
nished sufficient criteria for 
making a decision. 

The State Constitution was 
changed in 1981, establishing a 
procedure for acquiring tax 
exemption. This includes a public 
hearing called by the governing 
body of the locality, followed by 
a resolution by Council and 
finally approval by the General 
Assembly. 

Council had criteria drawn to 
help evaluate the organizations. 
Council will review the criteria at 
a workshop on Nov. 18. 

Baum said the old Con- 
stitution, which left the city out 
of the deHberations, addressed 
the problem better than the new. 



Coundl approves bonds 

City Council Monday after- 
noon approved the issuance of 
$11 milUon industrial develop- 
ment revenue bonds to F. C. 
Associates for a 400-unit multi- 
family rental family project for 
the elderly. The project will con- 
sist of 250 units for elderly 
housing and a ISO-bed nursing 
center. 

General partners in the project 
are Jeff McKain, Paul Karseras, 
Barry Fine, Howard Gray, 
Grayson M. Whitehurst Jr. and 
Lawrence R. Siegel. 

The project will be located on 
19.4 acres of land at 1001 
Camelot Drive. 



Council cancels 
Dec. 23 meeting 

City Council has cancelled its 
pre-Christmas meeting of Dec. 
23. Dec. 30 is the fifth Monday, a 
no-meeting day, which will give 
Council two days off during the 
holidays. 

Council also has no meeting 
next Monday, Nov. 11, Veterans 
Day, a city holiday.

Missing 



On Nov. 1 1 Virginia Beach along with the rest of 
the country will recognize the veterans who have 
fought for this country in various wars throughout 
this world. 

In many ways we as Americans have been for- 
tunate that no war has touched this country's soil in 
this century. One of the most severe impacts of 
having American soldiers fight in other countries is 
that it is difficult to account for the ones who neVer 
return. 

Such is the ongoing dilemma with Vietnam. 

According to a Prisoner of War /Missing in Ac- 
tion Briefing from the National League of Families 
of American Prisoners Missing in Southeast Asia, 
in the decades since official U.S. involvement in the 
Vietnam War came to an end and nearly 600 
American prisoners of war were returned, the Viet- 
namese have been less than cooperative in accoun- 
ting for prisoners who did not return and providing 
information on the missing. As a result, 2,483 
American servicemen and civilians are still missing 
and unaccounted for in Indochina. 



Khaki gone 

Khaki has been kicked out of the Army after ser- 
ving its country faithfully for 40 years. 

No longer will sergeants be able to pop their 
heads into squad tents and ask their men: "Are you 
happy in your khaki?" 

Now, it will have to be a question something like, 
"Are you men feeling keen in your green?" 

Uniforms of khaki color began fading out in 
1981. That was when the Army decided it could 
save money by sticking solely to green uniforms. 

The first time U.S. troops used the khaki was 
way back ia the. Spanish-^i^niiric^n War. 

It was essential to find a hot-weather uniform for 
soldiers serving in Cuba and the Philippines, and 
Americans decided to adopt the British army garb 
in the hue of khaki—a word from India that meant 
dust color. 

The U.S. Army switched to olive drab from 1910 
to 1933 and then back to khaki after World War II. 

Now khaki has been mustered out. 

From now on it's going to be green, and any 
khaki pants or shirts left over can be donated to the 
Salvation Army.— C.E.C. 



The Walker 'settlement' 

While we don't want to make a habit of second- 
guessing the Justice Department, we'd have to side 
with Navy Secretary John Lehman's views on the 
Walker Spy Case. 

Lehman was sharply critical of the plea bargain 
arrangement announced last week in which John 
A. Walker Jr. will receive a life sentence and son 
Michael Walker a 25-year term. 

In pleading guilty to a pair of espionage charges 
and one conspiracy charges (three spy charges 
were dropped in the legal maneuvering) John 
Walker will be eligible for parole in ten years, his 
son after eight years. 

The government's lawyers assure us that the 
Walkers will, in reality, serve longer stretches. But 
they are the same ones selling the "arrangement," 
so we remain skeptical. 

While the son was obviously a dupe acting on his 
father's orders, the elder Walker was an active 
Soviet spy over an 18-year period. 

His crime was no short-term error in judgement, 
nor was it solely an outgrowth of the "Cold War, 
mentality" in which professional spies are treated 
as white collar criminals to be exchanged for one 
another. 

Walker spied for the Russians when they were ac- 
tive allies of the North Vietnamesc-our enemies 
during our tragic involvement in Vietnam. 

If that doesn't constitute treason during war- 
time, try telling it to a crippled Vietnam vet or to 
the parents of one of the 48,000 American soldiers 
who died during that unholy conflict. 

We are not calling for a return to the days when 
young Pfc's were shot for breaking down under 
enemy interrogation. 

But we do wonder if American justice has been 
served by the Walker settlement. 

And we hope someone who lost a son in Vietnam 
sits on John Walker's parole board. — G.K.G.

Halley is the most famous

Although months away, the 
coming appearance of Comet 
Halley is generating as much ex- 
citement as in ancient times when 
comets were r^arded as 
m^terious omens of momentous 
events. While the chance of a 
lifetime for most, seeing the 
celestial display may not quite 
live up to some of the advance 
billing. 

Comet Halley, though not the 
biggest or brightest of the comets 
known, is the most famous. The 
annet is nam«i after seventeenth 
century astronomer Sir Edmund 
Halley, who first noted the comet 
had appeared at 75-year inter- 



vals. Its visits have been recor- 
ded 29 times since 240 B.C. and 
most recently in 1910. Mark the 
next visit for 2061 A.D. 

Comets have three i»irts-a 
nucleus, coma and tail. The 
nucleus is the small core of the 
comet. Often compared with a 
"dirty snowball," it consists 
mainly of ice and dust. The 
nucleus of Comet Halley may be 
as small as five miles in diameto*. 

The coma is a spheriod cloud 
of dust and gases r«tleased from 
the nucleus by heat from the sun 
as the (»m^ approaches. For 
Comet Halley the coma is expec- 
ted to reach a diameter of around 
60,000 miles. 

The tail of Halky's will stretch 
several million miles. It is formed 
as the matter in the coma is 



blown outward by pressure of the 
sun's radiation and the outward 
wind of solar particles. The tail 
does not strom bdiind the comet 
but always points away from the 
sun. This material forming the 
tail is irr^rievably lost, so coaMs 
eventually "wear out." 

Unfortunately, Halley's 

showing this year will not be at all 
specucular. The Earth will be on 
the othCT side of its orbit three 
times farther away from the 
comet than in 1910, and die 
comet will be almost ten times 
dimmer. Althou^ bright by 
comet standards, Halley's will 
not be as bright as the moon. At 
iu best, it will appear only as a 
faint streak in the sky, just visible 
to the naked eye, and just above

Big Budget 

The current school budget of 
$161 million is used to provide 
public education to ap- 
proximately 60,000 Virginia 
Beach children. The staff 
needed to provide these services 
numbers about 6,000 with more 
than half being teachers. 

Schooling is a people 
business and approximately 85 
percent of any school budget is 
used for salary and benefits. 
Salary increases and the ad- 
dition of 300 new positions to 
accommodate increased student 
enrollments account for $16 
million of the $20 million in- 
crease in the current budget 
over the 1984-85 budget. 
Ultimately, that leaves $4 
million to be shared for repairs 
to buildings and grounds or im- 
proving th^ instructional 
program. It is expected to take 
$1.8 million for repairs and 
maintenance of buildings and 
equipment leaving $2.2 million 
for enhanced instructional ser- 
vices this year. And this is 
where the action begins. 

If you had approximately $36 
per student to use for im- 
provements in this public 
school system, what would your 
priorities be? 

Would you move toward 
lowering class size? Maybe you 
would want to reduce class size 
in the primary grades. Do you 
fkvor more offerings for our 
gifted and talented children? 



Are you concerned about the 
decline in elective course of- 
ferings brought about by in- 
creased graduation requiremen- 
ts in basic courses and the lack 
of a true seven-bell day? Does 
not the embryonic orchestra 
program need to be nurtured 
and enhanced? Maybe you just 
want more basic supplements to 
the math and reading program. 
The list of needed improvemen- 
ts goes on and on.

Whatever your priorities are 
fot improving the Virginia 
Beach School System, they will 
be listened to at the November 
19 School Board hearing. 

It is easy to put yoiu* ideas 
and suggestions before the 
school board. Merely, call the 
Department of Financial Ser- 
vices prior to the meeting and 
ask that your name be placed 
upon the agenda. The telephone 
number of that office is 427- 
4756. The hearing is scheduled 
to begin at 7:30 p.m. in the 
school board meeting room. 

Not only will the school 
board members listen, but 
Financial Services will do a cost 
estimate on your idea and 
present that information to the 
school board at a subsequent 
meeting. 

Citizens can make a differen- 
ce. Over the last several years at 
school board budget hearings 
the school board was presented 
with requests to provide a full- 




time nurse in each school. This 
year the decision was made to 
provide the funds necessary to 
provide a full-time nurse for all 
students. It wasn't ever the case 
where the school board didn't 
want a full-time nurse. The 
citizen lobby merely helped 
the administration and school 
board members re-establish 
their priorities. We truly wan- 
ted and needed a nurse in every 
school and the school board ac- 
ted responsibly. 

As citizens, we have the op- 
portunity to promote our vested 
interest in public education. 
While the process may be slow, 
and even cumbersome at times, 
our efforts do reap im- 
provements. Just as teachers 
should never give up trying to 
help children learn, citizens 
should never relinquish their 
opportunity to guide and im- 
prove our public schools.

One technique I have founc 
useful in maintaining some per- 
spective during times of 
economic uncertainty and 
volatile, erratic markets is to 
focus on the investment 
philosophies followed by those 
professional investors who have 
accomplished the most difficult 
test facing any stock investor: 
Consistantly making money in 
the market over an extended 
period of time. 

One such investor is John 
Templeton, whose basic ap- 
proach is to search among many 
worldwide equity markets for 
significantly undervalued com- 
panies-and then to be extremely 
patient until the stock market 
recognizes their values. Tem- 
pleton 's track record speaks for 
itself: For over 20 years, he has 
significantly outperformed 
every major market index. 

Here are 20 of his common 
sense keys to investing in stocks. 

(1) If you begin with prayer 
you can think more clearly and 
make fewer stupid mistakes. 

(2) Share prices fluctuate 
much more widely than share 
values.

(3) By searching worldwide, 
you will find more bargains-and 
better bargains-than by studying 
the markets of only one country.

(18) For all long-term investors 
there is only one objective: 
Maximum total real return after 
taxes. 

(19) To buy when others are 
despondently selling and to sell

the horizon in states from North 
Carolina to Pennsylvania. 

The time to begin searching for 
the comet is in mid-December. 
Then on as elliptical trajectory 
toward the sun, Halley's will 
have a large coma and a slight tail 
and will be visible with out op- 
tical aids. It will apppear as a 
faint fuzzy spot in the western 
sky after sunset in late December 
and early January. Each night 
during January, it will get closer 



to the sun, drifting into the 
evening twilight as it begins its 
swing around the far side of the 
sun and passing closest to the sun 
on Feb. 9. 

In early March, the comet will 
have emerged from behind the sun, 
now on the outward leg of its 
journey and be visible above the 
southeastern horizon in the pre- 
dawn sky. Its tail is expected to 
grow to an apparent length of 
about 15 degrees which is roughly 
the span of the hand held at arms 



length, from heel to finger tips. 

In Virginia and the neighboring 
states Halley's will only be only 
be about 10 degrees above the 
horizon. Since there will be no 
moon in the morning sky, the 
period from March 10 through 22 
will be a prime time for looking 
at the comet. The last good 
viewing period is April 7 to 15 
when closest; however, it will be 
even lower in the sky. The comet 
will be receeding from the sun at 
that time and will gradually fade 
from view.

Mayor Harold Heischober ap- 
pointed Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley and John A. Baum to 
prepare a procedure for the 
agenda to follow. 

The issues requiring a charter 
change are: 

•An increase in the bonded in- 
debtedness limit to $10 million 
plus an increase in that limit 
reflecting the inflation rate since 
1974 as documented in the Con- 
sumer Price Index plus the 
amount of bonded indebtedness 
retired in the previous year. The 
change would also allow the bon- 
ded indebtedness limit to grow by 
the increase in the Consumer 
Price Index of the preceding year. 

•Broadening the powers of the 
city to allow the establishment of 
an ordirtance of reasonable 
regulations and standards to 
prohibit the unnecessary removal 
of trees. 

•To give the city powers to 
allow the establishment by or- 
dinance of reasonable rules, 
regulations and schedules for the 
amortization of non-conforming 
signs within the City of Virginia 
Beach. 

Rae LeSesne, of Kempsville, 
told Council that any change in 
the City Charter affects all people 
and all should have a voice. He 
said that merely holding a public 
hearing is inappropriate. He said 
that over the weekend all the 
present local General Assembly 
delegates and candidates for the 
offices were contacted and all 
stated a preference for a referen- 
dum on City Charter changes. 

The request for enabling 
legislation for personal property 
tax exemptions came from 
Commissioner of the Revenue 
Robert Vaughan. He said that the 
exemptions would be granted 
along the same formula as real 
estate tax exemptions are gran- 
ted, on a sliding sale according to 
the income of the household. 
These exemptions start at 100 
percent for households with in- 
comes of $9,000 or lower. He

said that the seeming affluence of 
people in Virginia Beach tends to 
distort the entire picture. He 
said that the average personal 
property tax is $127. Mayor 
Harold Heischober said that at 
one time vehicles which were 
seven years old were dropped 
from the tax guide book. When 
the guide book started to place 
values on vehicles older than 
seven years old, people who had 
been paying the $4 minimum 
found themselves paying $35 to 
$40 in personal property taxes. 

Mayor Harold Heischober 
said however, that Council wan- 
ted to keep its legislative proposal 
list as streamlined as possible. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley moved that the item be 
included in the legislative 
pacjsage, under the proposals of 
state-wide importance. The city 
has 14 proposals identified as 



state-wide and the remainder as 
locj^ interest items. 

Vaughan said that Del. Owen 
Pickett, has agreed to introduce 
the enabling legislation. 

Council approved the portion 
by a vote of 8-0. Councilwoman 
Nancy Creech, Councilman Dr. 
J. Henry McCoy Jr. and Vice 
Mayor Reba McClanan were ab- 
sent. 

The votes on the legislative 
package were generally 
unanimous. However, Coun- 
cilwomen Barbara Henley and 
Meyera Oberndorf and Coun- 
cilman H. Jack Jennings Jr. 
registered "no" votes on the 
proposal to increase the bonding 
Authority. 

Also there were differences in 
the increased highway construc- 
tion and maintenance funding 
proposals. Oberndorf and Jen- 
nings voted against enabling 



legislation for a local option tax 
on gasoline. Oberndorf said that 
the city needed the support of the 
entire region to make a local tax 
work. Jennings voted against a 
state-wide road bond fmanced 
with a gasoline tax because the 
proposal did not include the 
stipulation that the money be spent 
only on highways as opposed to 
other types of transportation, 
such as mass transit. 

In the highway recommen- 
dations, the city: 

Supported a $300 million 
bond issue for the state with a 
statewide gas tax increase of two 
cents per gallon to pay off the 
loan in 20 years. Also the Council 
asked for enabling legislation for 
a local option tax oa gasoline 
pointing out that a two-cents-a- 
gallon tax would raise ap- 
proximately $2.4 million a year. 
No stipulation restricting the use 



of this money to highway con- 
struction was included here 
either. The enabling legislation 
would give all localities in 
Virginia the ability to enact a 
local option gas tax of up to four 
cents. 

Heischober said he would 
rather have the authority and not 



use it than want to use it and not 
have the authority. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
also pointed out that mass transit 
is not an "anti-highway deal." 

As the hst got longer and 
longer. Councilman Robert G. 
Jones said that it was "like 
writing a letter to Santa Claus."

Not too many years ago, the 
children would have been in 
custodial care at home or in in- 
stitutions with limited oppor- 
tunities to improve the quality of 
their lives. 

Now they are students at the 
Virginia Beach Center for Effec- 
tive Learning which the parents 
and faculty believe is the best in- 
stitution of its kind in the state. 
Like other students in the city, 
most of the Center children ride 
regular school buses to get them 
to and from school. Unlike other 
students, they are issued "lEP" 
reports instead of the conven- 
tional report cards and their 
ages range from two to 22. 

The "lEP" stands for "in- 
dividualized educational 
program." Each child at the Cen- 
ter has an educational program 
structured just for him or her. 
They are all handicapped, 
physically or mentally or both, 
and the most successful of the 
school's graduates are those with 
modest jobs. 

When Congress passed Pi|blic 
Law 94-142 in 1975, local school 



disthcts were ordered to provide 
educational facilities for all han- 
dicapped children. However, Dr.

John Sutherland, Center prin- 
cipal, said that Virginia Beach 
was a forerunner in special 
education and started its program 
long before that. Virginia Beach 
recognized its reponsibility to 
special education at a level 
ynheard of long before and the 
Center was started at its present 
location in 1969 at the building 
on Witchduck Road which 
originally served as the Union 
Kempsville High School, a pre- 
integration black high school. 

The function of the school has 
changed in that the more severely 
handicapped children are 
enrolled there. Not only are 
school districts required to accept 
more severely handicapped 
children in the public schools, but 
the handicaps have become more 
severe, Sutherland said, because 
of the strides in medicine which 
have been successful in sustaining 
the life of infants who previously 
would have died. 

The reputation of the center 

has grown so that many parents 

move to Virginia Beach just so

Frivolous lawsuit 



It's probably safe to say 
nf^n has longed to fly ever 
since a caveman first looked 
up to see a pterodactyl or 
some other prehistoric fore- 
runner of the bird winging 
overhead. 

Unfortunately — or for- 
tunately, if you will — avians 
and the upright species known 
today as homo sapiens have 
vastly different skeletal-mus- 
cular structures, and no 
amount of arm flapping on the 
part of the latter, albeit with 
an attached gluey mass of 
feathers, can overcome the 
difference. 

Today, most of us are intel- 
ligen^enough to realize and 
accept the fact, but not so six 
men and a woman who are 
suing the Maharishi Mahesh 
Yogi on grounds he caused the 
irreparable physical and men- 
tal harm in a failed attempt to 
teach them to fly. 

The suit, seeking S9 million, 
charges the maharishi with 
breach of promise, negligence 
and infliction of emotional dis- 
tress. 

The seven plaintiffs say the 
guru, who won fame in the '60s 
for counseling the Beatles, in- 
troduced a course which 
promised to teach them "ex- 
traordinary powers" at his 
Maharishi International Uni- 
versity in Fairfield. Iowa, in 
1976. 

Among those "extraordi- 
nary powers" were "clairvoy- 
ance or the ability to fly." 

The suit alleges that "flying 
in fact constituted hopping 
with the legs folded in the 
lotus position." however, a 
factor which has caused all 
seven "severe and continuing 
pain." 



The litigation filed in a fed- 
eral court in Washington, D.C., 
also alleges the maharishi's 
program "arrested and re- 
tarded the normal process of 
maturation and develop- 
ment." 

That seems doubtful. The 
mere fact seven supposedly 
thinking adults — all are now 
in their 30s — would (a) be- 
lieve they could fly in the first 
place and (b) willingly contin- 
ue with an obviously futile and 
painful program to do so 
strongly indicated the "nor- 
mal process of maturation 
and development" wasn't 
there in the first place. 

It's small wonder, then, that 
the seven plaintiffs chose to 
identify themselves in the suit 
only as six John and one Jane 
Doe. 

The seven probably got ex- 
actly what they deserved. Lot 
even so, it stands to reason 
anyone gullible enough to be- 
lieve he or she might learn to 
fly without aircraft also would 
seek legal redress for his own 
foolhardiness. 

It is not the province of 
courts to protect us from our 
own stupidity, however, even 
though the long lists of frivo- 
lous filings that face every 
court today would indicate 
otherwise. 

Accordingly, probably the 
most appropriate resolution 
for this case would be for the 
judge assigned it to call attor- 
neys for both sid« to the 
bench and give the one who 
filed this flight of fancy a firm 
bonk on the head with the 
gavel. 

Then, at least, the offending 
legal eagle would have a gen- 
uine reason to file a damage 
suit.

Are you one of those frequent 
airline passengers who counts the 
miles they have traveled? Well, 
how about this one-Comet 
Halley traveled more than 35 
million miles during September. 
That's the equivalent of 1,400 
trips around the world. 

But then Halley also has a long 
way to go-more than 200 million 
miles before its scheduled closest 
approach to the sun on Feb. 9. In 
the meantime, observatories 
around the world are gearing up 
to make this the most closely 
studied comet of all time. . 

To coordinate this effort, 
astronomers have formed the In- 
ternational Halley Watch 
(I.H.W.), a network of both 
professional and amateur 
astronomers. All observations 
will be sent to the I.H.W. to form 
a database of comet information 
of unprecedented detail. 

Among planned studies are 
assessments of the spectral

signatures of the chemicals that 
make up the comet as well as 
brightness and color studies to 
monitor its behavior, to measure 
its temperature and to study the 
dust and gases coming from its 
nucleus. Studies will be done in 
both optical and radio bands 
from ground based obser- 
vatories, and from space. 

There are now five spacecraft 
on the way to a rendezvous with 
the comet next March to make 
close-up measurements of 
flalley's properties. 

Two each are tJetng sent by 
Japan and the Soviet Union, and 
one space probe is on its way 
from the European Space Agency 
(E.S.A.). 

These vehicles will be able to 
probe directly the material of the 
comet. The E.S.A. craft is 
targeted so close the central area 
of the comet that it is likely to be 
destroyed by the encounter. 

Although the United States is 



not flying any space hardware by 
the comet, some observations will 
be made during a shuttle flight. 

The comet is still quite faint 
and small, about 300 times too 
dim to be seen by the unaided 
eye. The comet is too far from 
the sun to have developed a tail, 
but a faint coma about 50.000 
miles in diameter is visible. A 
more condensed central nucleus 
is about 5,000 miles in diameter. 
The comet's temperature was 
recently measured at 280 F (-123 
C), and ifoieculesdf |arbon, 
carbon monoxide and cyanogen 
have been observed in the 
comet's spectrum. 

The Lender McCormick Ob- 
servatory at the University of 
Virginia is one of many obser- 
vatories obtaining photographs 
of the comet as part of the 
I.H.W. for the purpose of 
measuring accurate positions and 
updating the orbital path of 
Halley. 



Hit the Back Bay trail 



Public walking tours and 
hikes will be offered at Back 
Bay National Wildlife Refuge 
through the month of Novem- 
ber and will provide participan- 
ts an opportunity to view 
migrating waterfowl. On Sun- 
day, Nov. 24 at 7:30 a.m. 
refuge guides will lead walks 
along the habitat trail. 

A morning beach walk will be 
held on Saturday, Nov. 16 at 
7:30 a.m. and on Sunday, Nov. 
17, a Refuge birding walk will 
be offered at 7 a.m. 

A five mile bike hike will be 
organized Saturday on Nov. 30 
at 1 p.m. with participants 
traveling along the Refuge dike 
system to observe ducks, geese, 
and swans. 

On Tuesday, Nov. 26 at 6:30 
p.m. a moonlight wildlife walk 
will be held. Participants will 
walk the Refuge dike roads, 
boardwalks, and beach to view 
nocturnal wildlife activity. 



Reservations are required for 
this event and can be made by 
contracting the Refuge office. 



A special bus tour of the 
Refuge will be offered on Satur- 
day, Nov. 16 at 10 a.m. for 
senior citizens 60 years of age 
and older and for handicapped 
individuals who are unable to 
walk long distances. The tour 
will enable participants to view 
ducks, geese, and swans in the 
waterfowl impoundments along 
the refuge dike roads. The tour 
will last approximately two 
hours and will get underway 
from the Visitor Contact 
Station. The bus can accom- 
modate only 20 passengers so 
reservations are required. In- 
dividuals wishing to secure a 
scat on the bus may make reser- 
vations for themselves and one 
other person by contacting the 
Refuge office. Although in- 
dividuals with physical 
disabilities are encouraged to 



participate on the tour, the bus 
is not designed for wheelchair 
use. 

In addition to these oppor- 
tunities, weekend film and/or 
slide programs will be held in 
the Visitor Contact Station at 
10:30 a.m. and 2:30 p.m. on 
Saturdays and Sundays. Seating 
capacity is limited to forty in- 
dividuals. 

Individuals wishing to visit 
the Refuge may do so daily 
from sunrise to sunset. 
Numerous opportunities for 
wildlife observation, 
photography, hiking, biking, 
fishing, and nature study are 
available. The Visitor Contact 
Station is open from 9 a.m. to 4 
p.m. Monday through Friday 
and from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. on 
weekends.

"Yukon 
Wild" 

Beth Johnson was paddling a 
kayak down the Green River in 
Colorado when she fjrst thought 
of canoeing the Yukon River. In 
Yukon Wild she describes the trip 
she and five other Texas women 
made during the summer of 1982, 
as well as the yearlong 
preparation for the venture. 
- An experienced canoeist, Beth 
Johnson had been on short canoe 
camping trips, but had never 
canoed for months at a time. In 
order to cover the entire two 
thousand mile length of the 
Yukon River, from Whitehorse, 
Yukon Territory, to the Bering 
Sea, Johnson realized she'd have 
to plan an expedition of about 
three months. Johnson describes 
the process of choosing ex- 
pedition members, trying to get 
financial help for the expedition 
choosing clothes for the Arctic 
summer, drying enough food for 
six women for three months, and 
planning the transport of all the 
food, equipment, and three 
canoes from Texas to Canada. 
Her account of the preparation 
and the expedition is as in- 
teresting to the armchair adven- 
turer as it is practical for 
someone planning a Yukon River 
voyage. 

Johnson's journal includes 
both a narrative of the trip and 
excerpts from the journals of 
earlier Yukon travelers. As the 
group travels thirteen hundred 
miles by ferry through the Inland 
Passage from Seattle, 
Washington, to Skagway, 
Alaska, Johnson muses on John 
Muir's account in Travels in 
Alaska of his trip by steamer 
through the Passage. As in 
Muir's day, Johnson reports 
sighting porpoises, bald eagles, 
and Arctic terns from the ship. 

Both Robwt Service and Jack 
London wrote of the arduous and 
often fatal trip the "stampeders" 
made over Dead Horse Trail in 
the race for the Klondike. The 
Texas women made the trip by 
train, traveling from Skagway to 
Whitehorse on tracks completed 
in 1900. 

During the months of 
preparation for the trip, many 
friends advised the women to 
take weapons to defend them- 
selves from grizzly bears and 
other dangerous animals they 
might encounter in the Alaskan 
wilderness. The women 
unanimously decided it was safer 
to go unarmed, with appropriate 
precautions, than to take guns. 
Although they saw fresh signs of 
bears, and even the occasional 
bear, they were never disturbed 
by bears, and they never distur- 
bed any. The precautions were 
simple-no food or scented 
anything in the tents at night 
Tents were pitched away from the 
"kitchen" area, food was packed 
to minimize odor, and the women 
not only surveyed campsites for 
signs of predators, but always 
wore small bells attached to their 
clothes whenever they left the 
omipsite. 

The Yukon River is still mostly 
wilderness, with few settlements 
on its length. The Texas women 
found that they rejoiced both in 
caiioing down the river for days 
without seeing villages or houses, 
and in reaching the towns, where 
they could pick up food and let 
ters mailed from Texas, eat real 
junk food, party, and meet new 
people. Since they had had con- 
siderable publicity, many of the 
people along the river had heard 
of them before, and were eager to 
meet the group. It was not 
unusual for them to meet 
someone in a village and be in- 
vited to share a meal hundreds of 
miles downriver. 

Much of the charm of John 
son's account lies in her honesty; 
she reports not only the delights 
of camping on the river for three 
months with the same people, but 
also the inevitable friction 
resulting from such close quar- 
ters. Johnson, who was ac- 
customed to living alone, reports 
adjusting to never being alone. 

To the envy of the canoers they 
met, and to their own delight, the 
women were able to make most 
of their river trip without pad- 
dling! "They "thwarted," 
joining the canoes with rope, and 
drifted downriver. One person 
Sec YUKON.

have the benefit of the center's 
program. 

The P.T.A. president, Anna 
Barker, is one of these. She and 
her husband, James, a Norfolk 
firefighter, moved to Virginia 
Beach to enroll their sons, eight 
and five years old. Both boys 
have a form of cerebral palsy. 
Barker said that they knew of the 
quality of the program and the 
staff at the Center and 
overlooked the physical building, 
the peeling paint and the cracked 
plaster. 

Bond Success 
The success of the school bond 
issue last Tuesday meant a lot to 
Barker and other parents like her. 
Six million dollars of the issue 
will be used to build three satellite 
buildings in connection with 
other schools to replace the Cen- 
ter. The new facilities wiUrbe a , 
great improvement, she saidi.' The , 
present school was not designed 
for the handicapped and has no 
railings on the walls for support 
and small rooms which do not 
accommodate wheel chairs. 

The School Board has em- 
ployed a consultant for the 
buildings and this week expects to 
advertise for proposals from 
architects. 

The addition at Pembroke 
Elementary School will house the 
multi-handicapped; the Newtown 
Road Elementary School ad-" 
dition will house the trainable 
elementary school students, and 
the Princess Anne High School 
addition will house the older 
trainable students. 

The facilities will remove the 
Center's students from isolation 
at the Center and place them in 
situations where they will have 
more opportunity for intersac- 
tion with other students. 

The Center has approximately 
230 students. Twenty-eight 
children are enrolled in the four 
pre-school classes which have a 
session from 9 a.m. to noon. The 
remaining students have a full 
day, from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. The 
enrollment includes 112 severely 
and profoundly handicapped and 
two autistic youngsters. 

Support for the program 
comes from Federal, State and 
locial funds. It is costly. Com- 
pared to the approximate $2,KX) 
per pupil cost for other students, 
the cost of the multi-handicapped 
program comes to $8,243, and 
for the trainable program, $5,518 
for elementary students and 
$6,385 for secondary students. 

Sutherland points out that the 
law requires that the children be 
served in the least restrictive en- 
vironment which is something the 
satellite schools will accomplish. 

He said the rationale is that 
children can no longer be 
warehoused and should receive 
an education which is ap- 
propriate to that received by their 
peers. If that is not possible, then 
the next level must be provided. 

He said that the trend no 

longer is to build single facilities, 

and the Virginia Beach satellites 

will be part of the regular schools 

' with common threshholds. 

Sutherland has been principal 
of the school since 1979. Last 
year he served on the faculty of 
the College of William and Mary. 
he also taught at the Center from 
1972-74. Sutherland, an ap- 
parently enthusiastic and 
dedicated educator, received his 
undergraduate degree from Old

The professional staff includes

Some of the children need to be 
fed through tubes and the school 
has a high rate of seizures. The 
problems are handled 
adequately, Sutheriand said. But 
the children are more fragile than 
others, and "we lose some over 
the year," Sutheriand said. 
Special Equipment 

Buses with hydraulic lifts are 
provided to transport the studen- 
ts. Oiie child who can't control 
bodily heat, has to be transported 
in an air-conditioned and 
climate-controlled station wagon. 
The law also provides that the 
school districts provide adquate 
transportation. 

Sutherland said that the school 
is unusual in that it contains 
medical disciplines. A certified 
physical therapist is unusual, he 
said. 

Volunteers from the com- 
munity furnish considerable help. 
The Naval Weapons School at 
Dam Neck has adopted the 
school and has helped modify 
equipment. 

One of the "big.things" at the 
school is toilet training. The 
Naval group devised switches to 
alert the staff when a child has 
used the bathroom. A bell signals 
the staff to praise the youngster. 

The Kiwanis Club, which 
recently adopted the Center, as a 
major project, gave the center 
$2,200 and plans a field day in 
the spring so that kids can par- 
ticipate. 

The Virginia Beach Jaycees 
have sponsored a talent show, the 



Sunshine Review, and the P.T.A. 
is strong. 

Sutheriand said that at the 
present facility, the rooms are too 
small for the changing tables and 
the wheel chairs, the lighting is 
inadequate, and running water 
and toilets are not provided in the 
classrooms. 

Sutherland concedes that the 
number of children who will 
benefit from the interaction with 
the mainstream school 
population will vary. Some will 
profit immensely, he said, as will 
the people in the school in that 
they will learn how to understand 
the problems of the handicapped. 
Some of the activities which can 
be shared by some are physical 
education, games, lunch and 
library. 

The law requires that the 
children be served from age two 
to 21, but those who reach 22 af- 
ter Sept. 30 are permitted to 
remain. 

The graduation is mostly 
ceremonial. That time comes 
when the center has done all it 
can for the students. 

Some will not be independent, 
ever, Sutherland said. Others will 
live in group homes or a super- 
vised apartment. A number of 
students who left the center are in 
sheltered employment. The 
School works with the Career 
Development Center next door to 
prepare students for jobs. 

One student got a job in con- 
struction, others work in places 
like Pancakes and Pickles and the 
Pizza Hut. When first ap- 
proached, one establishment said 
no, Sutherland said, because they 
did not want to train the in- 
dividual. The Center proposed 
that a Center staff member be 
taught first and the staff member 
would teach the student (he job 
and supervise for a period. That 
idea went over. Now. one person 
on the staff and two others on a 
grant from Virginia Common- 
wealth University become the on- 
the-job trainers for local 
businesses.

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Financial planning - getting started 



Winding up with an adequate 
income at retirement time is not 
only a matter of having acquired 
capital during productive years, 
but also, it is a matter of having 
prudently conserved a portion 
3f ii for later use. 

The question naturally aKses as 
to how to proceed. This column, 
. and a subsequent one, will 
discuss the two most important 
aspects of finanicial planning- 
Gettine Oreanized and Setting 
Realistic Goals. 

At first glance, total personal 
fmancial planning can seem to be 
an overwhelming task. 
Minimizing taxes, balancing your 



investments, carrying enough in- 
surance, planning your estate- 
where do you start? 

A better way is to look at 
financial planning as a series of 
steps which, when added 
together, make up a complete 
financial plan. And the flrst step 
in accomplishing any form of 
financial planning is getting 
organized. 

Getting organized logically 
starts by accurately tracking your 
cash flow so that you know where 
your money is going. Once you 
track your cash flow, you can 
create a budget that will allow 
you to control your cash flow 
more accurately. 

Here is one simple way to do it: 
For a mdnth, keep accurate 
records of all of your expenses. 



Some expenses, like your mor- 
tgage payment or utility bill, will 
be easy to track since they show 
up on your monthly checking ac- 
count statement and can add up 
to very large amounts in an 
amazingly short period of time. 
It's the occasional or impulsive 
purchases that are hard to track. 
So you might want to carry a 3" 
by 5" card in your wallet or purse 
in order to note all expenses over 
fifty cents. Next, organize these 
expenses into different spending 
categories, e.g., food, clothing, 
shelter, entertainment, savings, 
insurance, taxes. At the end of 
each week, transfer your cash ex- 
penses from the card to a weekly 
expense worksheet. 

At the end of the month, add 
up the weeks' expenses. After 
you see where your money goes. 



you can now determine how 
much income you have for spen- 
ding or investing. You can now 
determine if spending in certain 
categories can be reduced or 
modified to increase your 
discretionary cash flow. 

Your next step toward a finan- 
cial plan is preparing a personal 
balance sheet. On it you list your 
cash reserves, investments, per- 
sonal property, liabilities, debt; 
in short, anything you own, and 
anything you owe to anyone. 

Once you get your finances 
organized, you can then begin 
setting your financial goals. 
These could be such things as in- 
vesting to meet a specific 
retirement goal, providing for a 
child's education, or minimizing 
taxes.

for public utilities. 

Financing will come from 
general appropriations, 
$75,288,372; general obligation 
bonds, $171,564,368; 1985 school 
referendum bonds, $13.3 million; 
future school referendum bonds, 
$12,549,000 and 1980 highway 
referendum bonds, $1,137,289. 

Also, for water and sewer-- 
1977 referendum bonds, 
$1,268,880; 1980 referendum 
bonds; $31,089,464; future 
referendum bonds, $165,955,000; 
future revenue bonds, $20 
million. 

Funds from bond issues total 
$416,864,001. Revenue Sharing, 
through 1987, comes to 
$28,485,345. 

Federal, state and private con- 
tributions total $28,404,000, and 



other sources of funding total 
$51,399,110. 

The school program includes 
seven additional schools with a 
design/program capacity for 
8,990 children who are expected 
to be added to the system, an 1 1 
percent increase in the total num- 
ber of schools-five elementary, 
one junior high and one senior 
high. 

The program also includes the 
Center of Effective Learning, 
the renovation of Princess An- 
ne High School and the air con- 
ditioning of all schools which are 
not now air conditioned. 

The CIP proposes financing 
the top 15 highways and 
engineering projects for $151.7 
million over the five years. 
However, 88 new projects were 
identified at a total five-year cost 



of $354.3 million. 

Included in the CIP are 113 
lane miles of new/improved 
major collector and arterial roads 
throughout the city with an ad- 
ditional 36 lane miles program- 
med for the years 1991-1993; the 
completion of the Princess An- 
ne/Kempsville Road intersection; 
replacement of the Pungo Ferry 
Bridge and construction of a new 
off-ramp/flyover at Independen- 
ce Boulevard to be financed from 
toll road revenues. 

No referendum for road 
projects is proposed.! Funding is 
proposed through a combination 
of revenue sharing, pay-as-you- 
go allocations and charter bonds. 

The plan includes the initiation 
or completion of 7.7 miles of 
free-standing bikeways as well as 
bikeways on four street projects, 



totalling 5.9 miles of bike lanes. 
All are to be financed on a pay- 
as-you-go basis. 

The CIP includes $9,631,764 
for the Resort Area 
Revitalization program although 
the Resort Area Commission has 
requested projects totalling 
$82,480,516. Other funding plans 
are being considered including 
participation by the private sector 
and the creation of a special 
taxing district. In the original 
five-year budget last year, the city 
had allocated $13,484,194 to the 
project. However the allocation 
was cut to $5,066,000 when the 
bond referendum was defeated. 
Funds for the project, not in- 
cluded in the bond referendum, 
were transferred to bond projec- 
ts. 

Buildings in the plan include 



the relocation of the new Juvenile 
and Domestic Relations Court 
building, the construction of a 
new combined District and Cir- 
cuit Court Building and five fire 
stations. 

The five-year period should see 
the completion of 218 acres of 
new major parks, the completion 
of the estimated 90,000 square- 



foot Great Neck Recreation Cen- 
ter, and the completion of the 
1 17-acre expansion of Red Wing 
Golf Course. 

The utilities budget is 

dominated by Lake Gaston, the 

. city's water source projept for 

which a bond referendum of 

$165,955,000 is anticipated.

We seem to be in need of heroes. 

We don't remember when heroes went out of 
style in Ameri,ca,^^ytihey)eem to be in short sup- 
ply these days. 

Our politicians, even the "clean" ones, have 
been stripped of their heroic raiments by the time 
they reach national office. 

None of our big-name entertainers these days 
even want to be heroes. 

And our top professional athletes, besides being 
grossly overpaid, have almost to a man been 
revealed as junkies, drunks or perverts. 

Anti-heroes are big in rock music and to a certain 
extent movies. But anti-heroes don't do much to 
bring the nation together. 

When "The Duke" died, a lot of people hoped

Some of the right stuff was in^ place, despite 
Bedtime for Bonzo and other grade B credits, but 
the Old Cowboy has had his troubles trying to fight 
such formidable foes as Congress and the National 
Debt. 

And v*e Americans have always liked our heroes 

to be winners. 
": We x&^^ discussed the feeling that all of our 
American heroes had died or were in. hiding, with a 
visitor from another country. 

He opined that the heroes were still there, but 
that we've become too hard on them. 

The intense rivalry between television news, 
national magazines and newspapers, he said, has 
placed those of heroic qualities under such intense 
scrutiny that their little secrets, foibles and Achilles 
heels are known to all. 

None of our "old-time" heroes would have been 



able to survive similar scrutiny, he added. 

"You Americans tear your heroes down," he 
said. 

There may be some truth to this. 

Even Thomas Jefferson, who staunchly defen- 
ded the First Amendment prior to assuming the 
presidency, had some dark thoughts about freedom 
of the press after serving four years in office. 

And he didn't have the Network news, 60 
Minutes, Peeple magazine, the National Enquirer 
or today's squadrons of local news hounds with 
which to contend. 

Perhaps we should have a system to certify bud- 
ding heroes and allow them to stow a few dark 
secrets, black sheep and a skeleton or two in some 
sort of blind trust along with stocks, bonds and 
other potential conflicts of interest. 

Then we'd have some heroes again. 

But could we trust them? 



American trouble spots 

Our nation has experienced a period of vigorous 
economic growth, more Americans are employed 
than at anytme in our history, and inflation has 
been virtually eliminated. Still problems remain for 
many of our citizens. 

Too many Americans are unemployed. Too 
many of our children live; in poverty. Too many of 
our citizens are victims of violent crimes. Our 
nation's educational achievement is not what it 
ought to be. Here lies our challenge in the days 

ahead. 

What are some of the things we should do 
together? We can fight for jobs in America by 
demanding that international trade be free and fair. 
Let us demand the opportunity to sell our goods 
overseas-our high technology, textiles, tobacco 
and coal-just as other countries have the right to 
sell their products here. 

Tax reform should reduce the tax burden on the 
poor. No group today pays a higher percentage of 
their income in taxes, and this burden discourages 
work.

We need to improve housing by giving tenants of 
public housing a greater role in managing their 
homes and a chance to buy them. In test cases, we 
have seen that when this occurs, there is a dramatic 
drop in drugs, vandalism, crime and vacancies. 
Why not give people the opportunity to shape their 
own lives?— Paul Trible, U.S. Senator.

Delegate says **no pass, no play'' rule may be introduced 



Editor: 

I recently attended the 
Southern Regional Education 
Board's Thirty-Fourth Annual 
Legislative Work Conference in 
Austin, Texas. One of the topics 
of this conference was the Texan 
"No Pass, No play" rule which is 
enforced in the Texan public 
school system. 

In essence, this rule states that 
students must receive a passing 
grade in all of their academic 
classes to be able to participate in 
extracurricular activities. 

I am contemplating in- 
troducing legislation in Virginia 
similar to this legislation which is 
now law in Texas. Whether or 



not I initiate this new policy 
myself, there is a great possibility 
that it will be introduced into the 
Virginia General Assembly this 
year. Since I am also an educator, 
I am aware of the immense 
statewide implications of this 
policy; therefore, I would like 
you to carefully consider the pros 
and cons and develop a position 
on the following: 

"A student... enrolled in a 
school district in this state shall 
be suspended from participation 
in any extracurricular activity 
sponsored or sanctioned by the 
school district during the grade 
reporting period after a grade 
reporting period in which the 



student received a grade lower 
than the equivalent of 70 on a 
scale of 100 in any acadeunic 
class." 

In brief, this is the Texan "No 
Pass, No Play" rule. 

As an educator, I am always 
seeking to improve our school 
system. Any input from the 
public would be extremely help- 
ful.

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These two diagrams show the locations of Halley's comet and the Earth for their closest approaches in 
1910 and 1986. The comet was closest to the sun on April 20, 1910 and will be again on Feb. 9, 1986. For 
the 1986 passage the Earth will be on the opposite side of the solar system, so we will not be able to see the 
comet at that time at all. In 1910 the comet was closest to the Earth on May 18 at a distance of about 15 
million miles. In 1986 we will never be that close to the comet, and when we are at the closest point (about 
39 million miles away), the comet wilT already be decreasing in size because it will be so far front the sun 
then. 



"Halley's" 85-86 show less spectacular 



In 1910, Halley's comet, 
glowing brighter than the Nor- 
thern Star with a tail sweeping 
half way across the sky, caused 
quite a sjir. Doom ana disaster 
were predicted, causing near 
panic in some areas. 

However, at the University of 
Virginia's Leander J. McCor- 
mick Observatory, the comet 
didn't cause that much ex- 
citement. No records of obser- 
vations of the comet exist, and 
even though the observatory had 
photographing capabilities, no 
photographs exist from 1910. 

The situation is reversed this 
year. Despite the fact that 
Halley's comet will not create 
anywhere near the spectacular 
show it did in 1910, the Univer- 
sity's Observatory has already 
started tracking the comet. 

On its way sunward, Halley's 



comet is getting brighter to Earth 
observers. Visual estimates at the 
end of October are that the comet 
is about 20 times brighter than it 
W^ at the start of the month. On 
Nov. 27, 1985, the comet will be 
closest to the Earth on its inward 
journey to the sun. It will be 
about 57.5 million miles away. 

However, it still remains 
about 30 times too faint to be 
seen with the unaided eye. Both 
professional and amateur 
astronomers have now reported 
seeing the comet in small 
telescopes and binoculars, 
although it is just barely visible, 
and only at good observing sites. 

Photographs with larger 
telescopes show the coma stret- 
ching out into a short tail and 
several small jets of material ex- 
tending out from the nucleus. 
The size of the visible coma is 
now almost 100,000 miles in 
diameter. 



Traveling toward the sun at its 
15 miles per second rate, which is 
about 53,000 miles per hour, the 
comet moved abput 39 milUon 
miles closer during Octobcx. so 
that on Nov. 1 it was only 178.4 
million miles from the sun and 
99.4 million miles from the Ear- 
th. . 

Even at the best time to view 
the comet from this area (next 
March) it will be very faint and 
much less spectacular than in 
1910. At that time the Earth even 
passed through the comet's tail at 
a distance of 18 million miles 

from Halleys nucleus with, 
despite dire predictions, no 
noticeable effects. Next April at 
closest approach, we will be more 
than twice as far away as the en- 
counter in 1910 due to the orbit in 
which the Earth will be moving as 
the comet passes.

Book teaches 
art of 
arguing 

If, like me, you have ever had 
one of those maddening conver- 
sations where you are convinced 
that you've been either subtly in- 
sulted or actually bested in an 
argument, The Gentle Art of 
Verbal Self-Defense by Suzette 
Hagin Elgin (Prentice-Hall, 1980) 
is a very enlightening book. 

Elgin, a noted psycolinguist 
and science fiction author, ac- 
tually conducts workshops in 
verbal self-defense. She calls her 
book a manual of "verbal judo," 
which is based on four decep- 
tively simple principles: 1) Know 
that you are under attack. 2) 
Know what kind of attack you 
are facing. 3) Know how tO make 
your defense fit the attack. 4) 
Know how to follow through. 

Examples with scripts are then 
given of the five verbal assault 
modes: the blamer, the placater, 
the computer, the distracter, and 
the leveler. The placater, for 
example, is afraid that other 
people don't like or will abandon 
her, and says things like, "Oh, 
nothing bothers me. Do what you 
like," where-as a blamer says, 
"Do you always have to put 
yourself first?" 

The computer mode is the most 
fun, though, because the person 
really does sound like a recor- 
ding, "It is obvious that no real 
difficulty exists here." The 
distractor is the most difficult to 
characterize because she will ver- 
balize a chaotic mix of anything 
just to fill the void. The leveler 
says exactly what she feels and is 
a problem only when she's a 
phony. Elgin gives a wonderful 
example of these five trapped in 
an elevator: 

Placater: Oh, I hope I didn't 
do anything to cause this. I sure 
didn't mean to! 

Blamer: Which one of you 
idiots was fooling around with 
the buttons? 

Computer: There is undoub- 
tedly some perfectly simple 
reason why this elevator isn't 
moving. Certainly there is no 
cause whatever for alarm. 

Distractor: Did one of you hit 
the stop button? Oh, I didn't 
mean that; of course none of you 
would do anything like that! It is, 
however, extremely easy to do 
that sort of thing by accident. 
Why do things like this happen 
only to me? 

Leveler: Personally, I'm 
scared. 

Except for the leveler, there is 
usually no congruence between 
words and feelings, and nearly 
everyone prefers one of these 
modes under stress, but Elgin's 
point is that we are not confined 
to them and can deliberately 
choose to alter verbal behavior as 
needed, especially when others 
use a particular mode against us 

The rest of the book describes 
common verbal exchanges, iden- 
tifies the attack mode, and then 
presents revised scripts to give 
examples of how the person being 
attacked can deliberately deflect 
the assault, and in some cases, 
counterattack. Choosing an ap 
propriate reply depends not only 
on identifying the verbal mode 
but also its presupposition of 
control over a situation. Presup- 
positions are usually expressed in 
phrases beginning with any of the 
following: If you really...," 
"even you should...," "Why 
dn't you ever...," "Everybody 
understands why you..." "A per- 
son who...," "Some X's 
would...," "Don't you even 
care..." 

One of the funniest examples 
Elgin gives of deflecting a 
presupposition assault is the 
following: 

Man: If you really loved me, 
you wouldn't waste so much 
money. 

Woman: You know, it's in 
teresting that so many men have 
this feeling that their wiv« don't 
love them. 

The idea behind this exchange 
is that one responds to the 
presupposition of his claiming 
not to be loved, rather than the 
bait of wasting money. A coun- 
terattack, rather than a deflec 
tion, would be: 

Woman: You know, it's in- 
teresting that so many men-once 
they reach your age-begin to feel

Teacher aides receive special 
recognition from the Virginia 
Beach Education Association 
during American Education 
Week because they are very 
special people when it comes to 
teachers and students. Teacher 
aides have become an integral 
part of the instructional 
program in Virginia Beach and 
contribute enumerably to 
students and teachers alike. 

The school system first star- 
ted using teacher aids in the 
early 70's. Since that time 
programs have developed and 
evolved until today over 400 
teacher aides are used 
throughout the school system. 

Teacher aides are used exten- 
sively in special education and 
kindergarten. The elementary 



physical education program has 
teacher aiHe« working with 
physical education teachers on 
a daily basis. The reading and 
Chapter I programs use teacher 
aides to provide individual and 
small group help to hundreds of 
children. Teacher aides work 
with teachers in the various 
grade levels to have more and 
better instructional aids and 
materials. No matter where you 
look, the efforts, talents, 
dedication and love of teacher 
aides for children shines 
through. 

It was not until VBEA in- 
stituted a Teacher Aide of the 
Year award program that I was 
able to understand the collec- 
tive benefits of teacher aides in 
the Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools. When the nomination 
forms poured in and cited the ex- 
tra special things teacher aides 
do for our schools and children, 
I began to realize how im- 
pressive the accomplishments 
of teacher aides really are. 

These accomplishments go 
well beyond their assigned 
responsibilities. For example, 
one aide prepares end-of-the- 
year attendance certificates in 
calligraphy for all students with 
perfect attendance. She also 
maintains an 'open classroom' 
for students and teachers to 
utilize materials (arts and craf- 
ts, pictures, bulletin boards, 
games, manipulatives) on a

'sign out' basis. This same aide 
creates decorative signs, posters 
and wall hangings for various 
areas in the school and fur- 
nishes plants and greenery for 
various school locations 
throughout the year.

One aide hand crochets tree 
ornaments for every child she 
works with and she touches the 
lives of over 100 children each 
year.

declining harvests of shellfish and 
many species of finfish, growing 
turbidity of the water, disap- 
pearance of submerged grasses, 
and the closure of areas to har- 
vest because of the presence of 
dangerous pollutants. 

Much of this decline is caused 
by over-enrichment of the Bay by 
nutrients--nitrogen and 
phosphorus from farm fields, 
sewage treatment plants, over- 
fertilized lawns and failing septic 
tanks. These nutrients stimulate 
massive algae growth in the Bay 
and its tributaries. When the 
algae die they consume oxygen- 
stealing it from other organisms, 
such as finfish, shellfish and 
various plants which need it to 
survive. 

For two of the last three years 
the problem has been 
dramatically highlighted when 
the nutrient-enriched Potomac 
River experienced giant algae 
"blooms", leaving area residents 
with a green, smelly, algae-choked 
waterway during much of the 
summer. 

Roughly half of the Bay's 
nutrients come from farm and 
urban runoff. Sewage plants con- 
tribute the rest. Thus, controlling 
nutrient input from sewage plants 
is an essential part of an effective 
Bay cleanup. 

The Commonwealth has 
established a "tentative" goal of: 

•Reducing phosphorus en- 
tering the Bay by 20 percent 
below 1980 levels, and 

•Maintaining nitrogen input at 
the 1980 levels. 

The two goals apply to nutrien- 
ts flowing into the Bay via the 
James, Rappahannock and York 
Rivers, which are under the sole 
jurisdiction of the Old 
Dominion. These and other 
major rivers in the Bay area are 
the main conduits for nitrogen 
and phosphorus reaching the 
Bay. 

Instead of a decrease during 
the period 1980 to 1983, annual 
phosphorus flow in the James,

RappahannocTc and York in- 
creased by 370,000 pounds, or 13 
percent. Virtually all of this in- 
crease came from sewage treat- 
ment plants. Meanwhile, the 
, amount of nitrogen in these river 
basins increased by 1.5 million 
pounds, or 11 percent. Again, 
sewage plants were responsible 
for most of this increase. 

Given current trends, annual 
phosphorus and nitrogen input 
from sewage treatment plants in 
the year 2000 will be 36 and 25 
percent, respectively, above 1983 
levels. 

Clearly, the "tentative" goals 
are not working. Few sewage 
treatment plants have nutrient 
controls in place. The Common- 
wealth still does not have any 
statewide nutrient standards for 
sewage treatment plants, and 
formal river basin reduction 
goals are nonexistent. 

Fortunately, we know that once 
effective goals and standards are 
established, nutrient control 
measures to reduce both nitrogen 
and phosphorus can be im- 
plemented, albeit at significant 
cost. 

Given the complex nature of 
the Bay ecosystem, phosphorus 
controls are usually required at 
treatment plants in the more 
freshwater portions of the rivers, 
while either nitrogen or 
phosphoruj controls-or both- 
may be needed in the saltier 
areas. 

Both phosphorus and nitrogen 
control technologies are well 
established, and though nitrogen 



treatments. 

A ban on phosphate- 
containing detergents can also be 
an effective part of a nutrient 
control strategy. Phosphate 
detergents contribute up to 30 
percent of the phosphorus being 
discharged from a sewage treat- 
ment plant. Effective non- 
phosphate detergents have been 
developed and widely used for 
years. 

Currently over 50 percent of 
the U.S. population uses non- 
phosphate detergents. Maryland 
just recently joined six other 
states in adopting a ban as part of 
a comprehensive nutrient control 
strategy. Such a ban has virtually 
no cost to state or local gover- 
nments and minimal costs to con- 
sumers. 

In recent years, the Virginia 
General Assembly has opted for 
continued study of the problems 
associated with sewage treatment 
plants. This fall, a new legislative 
study chaired by state Sen. 
Joseph Gartlan (D-Fairfax) will 
examine nutrient enrichment and 
financing alternatives. 

Two facts are already clear: 
•The state must develop and 
act on effective nutrient control 
strategies as soon as possible. 

•More money is needed. Much 
more. While some of the funds 
for cleaning up the Bay will con- 
tinue to come from the federal 
government for at least the next 
decade, it is clear that state and 
local governments must increase 
their contributions dramatically. 

Studies by the Environmental 
Protection Agency leave no 
doubt that the estuary and its 
living resources are in a serious 
state of decline and that con- 
ditions will get worse unless we 
take action. The quality of life of 
the Bay depends directly on effec- 
tive measures to control nutrien- 
ts.

Westminster-Canterbury of 
Hampton Roads, Inc. has 
begun construction of a new 
Assisted Living Center which 
will extend its levels of care 
considerably.

"Without this new center, an 
individual's options would be 
to continue to cope with the 
challenges of independent 
living, or to move into the 
Health Care Center on a per- 
manent basis.

The new three-story wing will 
contain 50 new units with 
private baths.

The new center will be at-

The 
structure is designed so that an 
additional fourth floor can be 
added at a future date. 

Space in the existing West- 
minster-Canterbury building 
being vacated will be renovated 
into an in-house pharmacy, and 
an enlarged country store. 
Clements stressed the benefits 
to residents which will be 
realized through the Assisted 
Living Center. 

Lynn Lohrmann, Director of 
Health Care Services at West- 
minster-Canterbury, em- 
phasized that the key to life in 



the Assisted Living Center is 
independent living, biit with 
supportive services. 

"Many persons need a sup- 
portive environment for daily 
living rather than the extensive 
care delivery system you find in 
a nursing home," Lohrmann 
said. "The new Center will 
provide a structure of services 
which will allow the resident a 
maximum range of self-reliance 
and help when needed.

Distribution of ad flyers may lead to litter fine 



Virginia Beach businesses have 
been warned that distributing 
handbills and flyers as adver- 
tising tools can bring a S500 fine 
if the materials are placed in 
doorways or parked cars in a 
manner that makes them poten- 
tial litter sources. 

The caution on use of these 
materials comes from the city's 
Clean Community Commission, 
citing two city ordinances which

make it unlawful to place han- 
dbills, flyers or other advertising 
matter in doorways or on proper- 
ty if there is the potential for the 
material to be scattered on the 
premises. The same holds true for 
paper-based advertising placed 
on parked vehicles either on the 
street or in shopping area parking 
lots. 

"We've been getting quite a 
number of calls recently about a 
variety of these materials being 
scattered around local residences, 
primarily by small neighborhood 
businesses," explained Sheila 
Bogart of the city's Clean Com- 
munity Commission. 

"There are some sources of 
advertising material that, if 
properly attached to doorways, 
such as those plastic bags that fit 
tightly over doorknobs, are not 
the potential problem that the 
loose papers and handbills can 
become," Bogart continued.

While Bogart emphasizes that 
the manner of attachment is im- 
portant when flyers or handbills 
are distributed, the city ordinan- 
ces do not provide guidelines on 
methods of attachment. The way 
the ordinances may be inter- 
preted is that any potential source 
of litter scattered in residential or 
parking areas is considered ^^ 
misdemeanor and could subj^ 
the distributor to a fine of up to 
$500. 

Bogard suggests that Virginia 
Beach citizens who are having 
problems with local businesses 
scattering litter-producing adver- 
tising materials should call the 
Clean Community Commission 
directly with their complaints and 
be as descriptive as possible. 
Samples of the flyers may also be 
mailed to the commission office 
at the Municipal Center with the 
complainant's name and date the 
flyer was received. The com- 
mission will contact the police 
and if the business" is a first-time 
offender a warning will be issued. 

"We understand that the city is 
growing and a lot of new 
businesses are coming in all the 
time," Bogart said. "Our main 
goal is to educate business owners 
about the laws on litter." 

Bogart also emphasized that 
citizens should not directly call 
the police with litter complaints. 
She said they should first call the 




Clean Communky Commission, 
which has a dirtct link with the 
city's law enforcement arm.

the city will realize an increase in 
boat registrations here of 458 
boats including 72 boats over 40 
feet. 

In addition to the increased in- 
come from auxiliary sales, he 
said, the registrations noted on 
the boats would be excellent ad- 
vertising for the city. He said 
Virginia Beach is a city of sportrs 
and recreation and should cater 
to boaters. 

Ted Constant, of 3300 Ocean 
Shore Avenue, said he "keeps Ms' 
boat at the Cavalier where, 
among the 30 boats there, only 
his and three others have Virginia 
Beach registrations. He recom- 
mended that the city consider a 
50 cent per $100 tax. If the lower 
tax is not feasible for all boats, he 
recommended it be applied at 
least to boats over five tons. 

Commissioner of the Revenue 
Robert Vaughan told Council 
that a State Commissioners of the 
Revenue Committee is working 
on recommendations for the per- 
sonal property tax, another move 
to unify taxation in the common- 
wealth. Among the recommen- 
dations would Be one for using 
100 percent valuation which is 
already followed by some cities. 

Pattie Phillips, director of 
the city's Research Department, 
also presented Council with a 
study on the boat tax presenting 
alternatives to the present system. 
They are: 

•Reducing the tax rate on all ' 
boats. These would have to be 
reduced significantly to keep 
boats here, she said.

while Virginia requires the tax. 
Estimates are that between 130 to 
260 boats in Virginia Beach 
escape local taxation at a loss to 
the city of $46,000 to $92,000. 

Virginia Beach has the largest 
number of boats registered in the 
state, according to the Virginia 
Commission of Game and Inland 
Fisheries (over 9,000 in 1984 or 
six percent of the 149,000 boats 
statewide). After adjustments 
were made to exclude some 
boats, stich as the military, 7,266 
boats were taxes in Virginia 
Beach in 1984 for net personal 
property tax billings of $453,858. 
Over 79 percent paid $100 or less 
in personal property taxes; 92 
percent paid $200 or less; less 
than eight percent jsaid over 
$200; less than one percent paid 
over $500 (a total of 64 boat 
owners paid between $500 and 
$2,700). 

The personal property tax rate 
on boats is the same as the tax on 
automobiles in Virginia Beach 
and most other cities. In addition 
to Portsmouth and Hampton, 
Elizabeth City also has a low tax 
rate, 64 cents per $100 valuation 
and the city does not stress 
taxation of boats. 

In other neighboring cities, the 
tax rates are $4.75 in 
Chesapeake, $4.50 in Newport 
News, and $4 in Norfolk. 

One of the biggest deficiencies, 
Phillips said, is the lack of recor- 
ds. She said that boats unlike 
automobiles are registered every 
three years and the follow-up is 
not the same as it is for 
automobiles. 

Sam Scott, representing the 
Boat Owners Association of 
Tidewater-Virginia Beach said 
that the boat owners want to con- 
tribute fairly. He submitted 150 
letters written "by the only 
honest boaters" requesting a 
reduction in the tax rate. 

John Reed who with his wife 
has just purcha^d a boat which 
will be their "floating beach 
cottage," he said, would pay 
$700 in taxes if it were a cottage 
but will cost him $2,500 a year in 
taxes. He said that the cost is too 
much for him. "What would you 
do?" he asked. 

He said that out-of-city 
documentation would be incon- 
venient for him and that it seems 
devious. He said that he would 
rather have his boat registered in 
Virginia Beach than Wilmington, 
Del. or Pueblo, Colo. 

Byrum said that a boat that 
would be taxed $3000 in Virginia 
Beach will be taxed $500 in Por- 
tsmouth. 

Also, he said, outside boats 
will not come to the area. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said that the low tax 
(presumeably in Portsmouth) is a 
gimmick and would not last long. 

Constant said he is planning to 
buy another larger boat and is 
prepared to have his boat 
documentation elsewhere 
although he does not want to do 
that.

Bush will be featured in a six 
round, undercard match-up 

Bush's opponent in the bout is 
still to be announced. 

Preparation Is basically the 
same for every fight. Bush said, 
but knowing who the opponent 
will be is helpful. 

"It's helpful to know fighter's 
style; whether he is going to go 
and the inside and slug it out or if 
he will hang on the outside 
boxing," he explained. "When 
you know this you can gear your 
sparring -in the gym to either 
style." 

Bush has been boxing 
professionally for two years, 
eight months of which he was out 
with mononucliosis. He is also a 
kick boxer and teaches karate for 
a living. 

Because of this busy schedule. 
Bush says he trains daily to be 
sure and be in shape for every 
match. 

Bush's career started when he

Residents haven't claimed 
income tax refund checks 

There are approximately 73 Virginia Beach 
residents among the more than 1,700 Virginians 
who have not claimed their federal income tax 
refund checks, according to the Internal Kevenue 
Service. These checks, totalling $678,389, were 
returned to the IRS by the U.S. Postal Service 
because they were "undeliverable." 

This is what happens to the checks when people 
move and leave no forwarding address or when the 
information provided on an income tax form is in- 
complete or incorrect. 

Considering all the griping done over paying in- 
come taxes, it is amazing that people are not more 
accurate when filing their returns. 

These unclaimed refund checks range in amount 
from $1 to $7,849, according to the IRS. That is an 
average of $390 per person, owed by the gover- 
nment that, for some reason, the recipients have 
not claimed. Perhaps, it is one method of reducing 
the federal deficit. 

This entire situation could have been avoided if 
people had taken the time to properly fill out the 
address information on thdr income tax return. If 
after having filed a turn the person moves, the new 
address should be rqwrted to both the IRS 
and the local postmaster. 

The IRS rMX)mmends that people use the pre- 
addressed, peel-off lables, which api^ar on the 
cover of the tax packages mailed to individuals 
each year. This sticker lists the name, address and

State lottery is a vice not a money maker 



Editor: 

Recently there has* been 
growing support for a state lot- 
tery. The supposition that a, lot- 
tery will be a viable, mone:^ 
making vehicle for Virginia is 
based on misconception, casual 
observation and hercsay. The 
contemplation of a lottery is 
serious business and should be 
researched thoroughly and 
soberly. 

Billy O'Brien's lottery bill No. 
1069 has been tabled by the 
House Committee on General 
Laws and should be buried for- 
ever. 

Evidence shows that a lottery 
will raise little revenue, create few 
jobs, raise the unemployment 
rate, encourage greed, stimulate 
illegal gambling and boost white 
collar crime. 

Relative to the state budget a 
lottery would bring in only 1.5% 
of the total state revenues. It is 
the equivalent of raising 
Virginians taxes approximately 
$25 per taxpayer per year. Since 
Virginia is a low tax state this in- 
crease would not be felt by tax- 
payers. 



A lottery is a chance for a prize 
for a price. It is gambling and a 
class three misdemeanor. The 
legalization of a state lottery will 
be the first step toward allowing 
private lotteries for it will be set- 
ting a precedent. 

It is a open invitation to 
organized crime and we don't 
need to increase that groups 
foothold in Virginia. 

The lottery industry wants to 
expand lotteries beyond various 
ticket and number games. These 
companies arc creating video lot- 
teries, similar to arcade games, 
and exploring ways to pipe video 
lotteries into homes by cable 
television. 

some states that allow the lot- 
tery are being urged to set up 
video lottery machines in public 
places. The lottery industry even 
invisions being able to add the 
cost of bets and video games to 
your home TV cable bill. 

Are we so removed from our 
senses that we will trade our 
faijiilies welfare for a "cheap 
shot" in our parlors, financed by 
our friendly TV cable company? 

Some claim that a lottery will 
create rtew jobs; however, a job 



creation by legalized gambUng is 
illusionary. A lottery funnels 
money away from the more 
productive segments of the 
economy, and therefore creates 
its jobs at the expense of other 
parts of the working community. 
Legalized gambling does not 
create new jobs; it merely shifts 
around economic resources. 

Lastly, a lottery is a regressive 
tax, because it is not based on 
ability to pay. Therefore the poor 
p^y out more, as a percentage of 
their income, for the lottery than 
do the rich. Since the poor can 
least afford this inequity, in- 
ducing them to part with thSr 
money so that the stae can fatten 
its treasury is abhorrent. 

Virginia is a desirable place to 
live. It is a productive, 
progressive, yet conservative 
state. It is a state of character, 
purpose and destiny; however, as 
the Virginian Pilot said in one of 
its editorials "the state should 
not, in place of courage, decide 
to go out in the streets, prowling 
for suckers. 1' Its not the Virginia 
way.

Holiday health tips 



As Thanksgiving time draws 
near Virginia Beach residents 
begin to look forward to the 
holiday celebrations that will last 
through the New Year.

Consider the main course of the 
traditional Thanksgiving din- 
ner—turkey. There are only 163 
calories in a three-ounce serving 
of white meat without the skin. 
And turkey is relatively low in 
saturated fats. Skip the gravy, or 
better yet, learn to make a low- 



fat version. Approach the 
dressing with discretion, and en- 
joy plenty of salad and 
vegetables. 

When baking Thanksgiving 
pumpkin pie substitute 
evaporated skim milk for the 
regular evaporated milk, and use 
three egg whites instead of two 
whole eggs. Instead of whipped 
-cream, top pie with a low-fat 
topping. Have a scrumptious 
holiday meal that won't 
devastate the waistline. 

After making it through the 
Thanksgiving dinner, one of the 
biggest downfalls in weight con- 
trol programs during the holidays 
is cocktail parties. 

Whether it's an office get- 
together, a neighborhood open 
house, or a family reunion, the 
refreshments tend to consist of 
high calorie snacks and alcoholic 
beverages. 

Instead of high fat finger foods 
like cheeses or butter cookies, 



and highly salted munchies like 
nuts and chips; Fresh vegetables 
and fruit. Another good tip that 
will help avoid overindulging at 
parties is to move away from the 
refreshment table. 

As for alcoholic beverages, 
don't use the holiday season as an 
excuse to overdo. Not only is 
alcohol high in calories, but it can 
present an even more serious, and 
immediate risk when drinking is 
mixed with driving. If you do 
want to enjoy a drink, Ibnit the 
amount of alcohol, and don't 
drive after drinking. 

Don't let the holidays become 
an excuse to let your exercise 
program fall by the wayside. In- 
clude exercise with socializing. 
Schedule a date with friends for a 
walk or run. Go ice skating or 
roller skating with the family. 
Enjoy down-hill or cross-country 
skiing, or sledding.

How to aid choke victim

More than 3,000 people die 
from choking in the United States 
each year. Most choking in adults 
occurs while they are eating. 
Meat is the usual culprit. Other 
foods and objects cause choking, 
too, especially in young children 
who, as all parents know, seem to 
delight in putting all sorts of 
things into their mouths. 

For years medical opinion dif- 
fered on the best way, or ways, of 
dislodging an object from the 
throat of a choking victim. Sharp 
blows to the back, finger sweeps 
of the throat and manual thrusts 
to the chest were methods often 
recommended. 

Today, there is universal 
agreement that these methods can 
be dangerous and should not be 
performed. A back slap or a 
probing finger, for instance, can 
drive the foreign object even 
deeper into the throat. The best 
rescue technique in any choking 
situation, doctors now agroe, is 
the Heimlich Manuever. 

The Heimlich Manuever is 
safe, effective and easily 
mastered by the average person. 
Basically, it requires the rescuer 
to press sharply and repeatedly 
on the victim's abdomen, just 
above the navel, thereby forcing 



air from the lungs up the airway 
with such force that it dislodges 
the obstruction. 

The Manuever can be perfor- 
med on standing or seated victims 
and on persons who have fallen 
to the floor. It can be performed 
on children. Before resorting to 
the Manuever, however, the first 
thing the would-be rescuer must 
do, to the best of his or her 
abUity, is to make sure that the 
victim actually is choking and not 
suffering from another con- 
dition, such as a heart attack. 

Look for the sign of choking 
that many victims give institnc- 
tively by bringing their hands to 
their throats with thumbs and 
fingers spread wide. Ask the vic- 
tim, "Are you choking?" Even if 
he cannot answer, he may be able 
to nod affirmatively. 

Sometimes, the airway wil be 
only partially blocked, allowing, 
the victim to cough and to 
breathe to sqme extent. In most 
cases, the victim will be able to 
expel the foreign body without 
the assistance of another person. 

If spontaneous expulsion does 
not soon occur, however— if 
breathing becomes more difficult 
and the victim's distress in- 
creases—the Heimlich Manuever 
should be started, before the 
complications , of prolonged, 
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inadequate ventilation or com- 
plete blockage of the airway can 
occur. 

If the victim does not give the 
choking sign, look for three more 
signs that will indicate complete 
obstruction of the airway: first, 
an inability to breathe, cough or 
speak; second, pale skin color 
that is beginning to turn bluish, 
an; third, loss of consciousness. 
The Heimlich Manuevor should 
be started at the first sight of any 
of these signs. 

A more difficult situation is 
presented when someone is found 
unconscious and not breathing 
and no one saw a choking attack 
take place. If the victim is young 
(under 30) or a child, and if he is 
in the vicinity of a rMtaurant— 
for instance, in the restroom or 
"hallway leading to it— the rescuer 
should assume that choking has 
taken place and should b^n the 
Heimlich Manuever immediately. 

If the situation does not 
suggest choking, the victim must 
be treated as a heart attack victim 
and CPR should be initiated. If 
there is an obstruction in the air- 
way after all, the rescuer will 
realize it at once when he is 
unable to breathe for the victim. 
The rescuer should immediately 
initiate the Heimlich Manueva to 
clear the blocked air passage.

Setting and achieving 
financial goals 

house or a car, or take a vacation 
in the near future. Long-term 
goals might include preparing for 
retirement or planning to start a 
new business. 

It's important to list all goals 
and set priorities. Since most of 
us cannot afford to achieve all 
our goals, we should concentrate 
on those that are most important 
to us first. 

When defining goals, try to be 
as specific as possible. General 
statonents such as "I want to 
send my kids to college" are hard 
to plan fdf. It's much easier to 
plan by quantifing goals in terms 
of dollar need and time, such as 
"I want to provide $4,(X)0 a year 
in today's dollars when my son 
enters college in five years." 

Setting guantitative goals, 
make it easier to determine how 
much to save each year to reach 
those goals and which investmen- 
ts are most appropriate for those 
needs. 

In the next three articles I will 
discuss three major financial ob- 
jectives which maiiy investors are 
concerned about. They will in- 
clude: I) Funding for a college 
education; 2) Providng for a sur- 
viving spouse and family in case 
the wage earner dies prematurely; 
and 3) Attaining financial in- 
dependence.

Tax reforms call for more planning 



For Virginia Beach, residents 
year-end tax planning takes on 
particular importance this year 
due to possibility of reductions 
in the tax rate in 1986 under the 
Reagan or alternative tax 
Tropc^nls, according to 
Richard R. Lammers, partner 
in charge of Tax, Norfolk of- 
fice with the 'ccounting firm of 
Peat Marwick. 

There are six areas which 
merit attention before the end 
of the year state and 'local tax 
payments, sales of property, tax 
shelter investments, charitable 
contributions, interest paymen- 
ts, and contributions to IRA, 
Keogh, and 401(k) plans. 
Lammer recommends- acting 
early to snve the most. Income, 
where possible, should be 
deferred until 1986, and oppor- 
tunities should be sought to 
take deductions in 19S5 in^tead 
of 1986. 

SVitc and Locil T^ixes a <; 
itemized deductions in me year 
in which they are paid, and the 
tiiT'ng of the >.' iuiti '. i 
within the control of the in- 
dividual. Final installment of 
estimated 1985 ^rate income 
tax, typically due n early 1986, 
can be paid before the end of 
1985 



Local real estate taxes due 
early in 1986 also may be pre- 
paid. If they are paid through a 
bank or other escrow agent, the 
deduction can be taken only in 
the year in which the bank or 
agent pays the taxes. Therefore, 
to take the deduction in 1985, 
have the bank or escrow agent 
make the payment before year 
end. 

Property Sales because of the 
prospect of lower tax rates un- 
der the various tax proposals, 
many people are putting off a 
decision to sell property, par- 
ticularly property which is used 
as a vacation home or which is 
held for investment, purposes. 
Such property, may be sold this 
year and the gain put off until 
next year. 

This is accomplished by en- 
tering into a contract now, but 
deferring the receipt of 
proceeds until 1986. 

The rules continue to be dif- 
ferent for a primary residence. 
As long as the residence bought 
is more expensive thaa, tbr^i^ 
sold, there is no capital gains 
tax. 

Tax Shelters 1985 may 
present several "last chance" 
opportunities for tax deduc- 



tions through a tax shelter. 
There are certain tax benefits 
that may end if any of the 
proposals are adopted. A tax 
shelter entered into this year 
could offer tax benefits which 
will not be available in 1986. At 
the same time, it could defer in- 
come until 1986 or 1987, when 
the tax rate may be lower. 

Charitable Deductions for 

those who do not itemize their 
deductions, there is a 
significant change. In 1985, 
taxpayers who don't itemize 
may still deduct up to 50 per- 
cent of their charitable con- 
tributions. 

There is also an important 
new requirement affecting 
those contributing property to 
charity. If the value of that 
property is greater than $5,000 
($10,000 in the case of closely 
held corporate stock) an ap- 
praisal made within 60 days of 
the gift by a qualified appraiser 
must be attached to the 1985 
return. 

The mileage allowance for 
the use of an automobile in 
charitable services has risen 
from nine cents a mile in 1984 
to 12 cents a mile for 1985. 

Interest deductions are 



allowed in the year they are due 
and paid. Most mortgage in- 
terest is paid after it is due. 
Therefore, payments usually 
made in January of 1986 
represent interest due for 1985 
and may be deducted if paid 
prior to year end. The same 
concept applies to most interest 
payments on credit card and 
consumer loan balances. 

IRA, Keogh, and 401(i() 
Plans find out where to get the 
greatest rate of return. IRA' 
contributions for 1985 must be 
made by April 15, 1986. The 
funds to make these con- 
tributions may be borrowed, 
and the interest on that loan is 
tax deductible. 

The self-employed may open 
Keogh plans which have higher 
contribution limits. It must be 
established before Dec. 31, 
1985, even though con- 
tributions to the plan are not 
required until the extended due 
date of the return. 



A 401 (k) retirement plan par- 
ticipant may seek to have his or 
her plan contributions in- 
creased or decreased before 
year-end to increase or decrease 
income for 1985.
